LIFE BOATS LEUNCHED 
WITH GREAT DIFFICULTY 


Breakers Pound Ill-Fated Ves- 
sel to Pieces on Bleakest and 
Most Desolate Spot on South 
California Coast---Life Boats 
Are Capsized and Passengers 
Are Lost. 


Surf, Cal., July 7.—Twenty or more 
passengers and members of the crew 
of the wrecked steamer Santa Rosa, 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship Line, 
were drowned today in the surf while 
trying to escape from that vessel, 
which stranded near Point Arguelo, 
six miles south of here, before dawn to- 
day. 

In lifeboats they left the ship, plung- 
ed into the surf and in a moment were 
floundering in the water. 

The lives of some were pounded out 
against the rocks, while others ‘were 
washed ashore. 

Frantic Efforts to Save Passengers. 

At 9% o'clock tonight the Santa Rosa 
was almost submerged and frantic ef- 
forts were made to save the rest of the 
200 passengers still aboard. At that 
hour the government wireless station 
at Point Arguello reported the vessel | 
broken amidship and that immense 
breakers were dashing over her. Th» 
ship will be a wreck and it seems cer- 
tain that the number of dead will be 
large. 

The doom of the steamer was sealed 
shortly after 4 o'clock this afternoon 
when a rising wind stirred a high sea 
and forced the abandonment of efforts 
to transfer the passengers to the steam- 
er-schooner Centralia, which, with the 
schooner Helen P. Drew, had previous- 
ly tried to float the stranded craft. Up 
to that time there was no apprehension 
of danger. Officers and crew of the 
Santa Rosa thorugh she could be float- 
ed easily. In fact, Captain Faria an- 
swered wireless questions and made the 
statement that the ship apparently was 
lying easily and would be floated at 
the crest of the tide tonight, 

Vessel Goes te Pieces. 

Barly in the day the Centralia and 
Helen P. Drew had passed hawsers to 
the Santa Rosa, but the wind was too 
Strong for their limited horse power, 
and at dusk the Santa Rosa swung 
broadside to the breakers. Immediate- 
ly she began to break up. The crash 
of timbers and steel could be heard by 
the wireless men at Point Arguello. 

The first lifeboat was launched at 
dark after every effort had been made 
to establish boat communication. with 
the Centralia. The shore line lay only 
300 feet from the broken ship, but the 
little craft could not make = it. It 
bobbed on the crest of the breakers, 
and the next instant was submerged. 
There were sixteen persons in this boat, 
eleven passengers and five of the crew. 
All were dashed to death against the 
rocks or drowned. 

Another boat was launched. It met 
the same fate. There were about nine- 
teen persons in this boat. Fifteen man- 
aged to reach shore alive, but most 
of them unconscious. 

A third lifeboat capsized as it left 
the Santa Rosa at 10 o'clock. All of 
ite occupants were lost. 

Bleak and Desolate Spot. 

Scores of persons, ranchers from the 
vicinity of this place, railroad laborers 
and men from the wireless station and 
lighthouse stood upon the shore help- 
less while the victims were drowned 
before their eyes. In the offing just 
outside the breaker line the schooners 
Centralia and Helen P. Drew and the 
oll ship Argyle lay, their decks lined 
with their crews, helpless to aid. 

Down the coast, coming as fast as 
its engines coulq drive it, came the 
tug Redondo, evidently dispatched 
some time today to aid the doomed 
ship. 

A special train, according to rallroad 
officials, has been dispatched here 
from the north to take the survivors 
southward. | 

This probably is the Dieakest and 
most desolate spot on the cOast south 
of San Francisco and uniess they are 
removeg early the survivors will suf- 
fer. The place of lapding.is merely a 
long stretch of bare sand dunes, with 
no wood and no water nearer than 
here. 

The Shriner train wreck in May. 
1907, occurred within a few hundred 
yards of the point where the Santa 
Rosa struck. The entire population 
of the town of Lompero, 10 miles 
northeast, is hurrying hither in auto- 
mobiles and all sorts of other convey- 
ances to ald the survivors. 

The steamer Santa Rosa sailed from 
here at 11:20 a. m. yesterday, carrying 
173 first-class and 23 second-class pas-

Namara on 19 charges of murder. 

As to the allegations that extradition 
had been accomplished by irregulari- 
ties, or, what the defense termed fraud, 
Judge Bordwell said it was not his 
province to enter into th/®question of 
how a prisoner was brought into the 
jurisdiction of his court, but to try him 
after he arrived there. It was agreed 
that the same ruling should apply to 
all the pleas of no jurisdiction. 

Replying to the question of the pros- 
ecution, if it desired to have John J. 
McNamara plead to charges against 
him, the defense answered by filing mo. 
tions to quash the indictments, the 
motions being the same as those filed 
yesterday in the case, of his brother, 
James B. McNamara, so far as -the 
charges were concerned.

PRIMARY PLAN 
KNOCKED IN HEAD 
All Hope of Popular Vote Is 
Dead and Buried 


Deese Resolution Calling for 
Expression of the People on 
Senatorial Choice Is “Indefi- 
nitely Postponed’”’---Shaw Res- 
olution Meets Same Fate.

All hope for a.reference of the sena- 
torial question to the people, now or 
hereafter, disappeared yesterday when 
by overwhelming vote the house of 
representatives killed by “indefinite 
postponement” the Deese resolution 
calling on the candidates to state 


whether, if elected, they would re- 
sign and run before the people in the 
next state-wide primary. The same 
fate was met by a similar resolution 
introduced by Senator Shaw in the sen- 


ate. 

The resolution came up in regular 
form and was sttongly advocated by 
its author, Mr. Deese, of Pulaski. On 
objection, based ona question asto the 
legality of the resolution, Speaker 
Holder rpled that it was entirely law- 
ful for the general assembly to ask 


questions. 

Mr. Peese urged the adoption of the 
measure, mainly, as he said, “to put 
the legislature and the candidates on 
record as favoring the principle of 
popular. election of senators.” 

Neo Promise Exacted. 

“It does not exact a promise from 
anyone,” said he. “It does not bind 
the legislature; it barely does more 
than indorse a principle. It is just 
as important that the people choose 
senators for three or four-year terms 
as for six-year terms. I have in my 
pocket at this time a statement from 
an eminent man who has been honored 
with election to the United States sen- 
ate in which the declaration is made 
that it will take nothing less than a 
revolution to bring that body back 
into close touch with the people. That 
statement, taken in connection with 
our knowledge of how some senators, 
like Lorimer, Guggenheim and Clark, 
of Montana, secured their elections 
should cause us to at least assert our 
belief in the principle of populdr elec- 


tions.” 
Until Legisiature Met. 

The question was asked in case e 
senator should resign would it not we- 
come the duty of thé governor to ap- 
point his successor. This was answer- 
ed by the statement that such an ap- 
pointment would hold only until the 
legislature met. 

“That government be brought closer 
to the people is not only a demand of 
the people of Georgia, but of all the 
world,” declared Mr. Deese. 

After a brief discussion of the ques- 
tion a motion to table the resolution 
indefinitely prevailed—and thus died 
the movement for a primary to select 
a successor to Senator Clay.

HUGHES & HAY DE 


Case Regarded Almost Hope- 
less by Rospital Doctors 


Landrum Hughes Run Down by 
_ Machine of T. H. Pitts--Mr. 
Pitts Says Man He Struck 
Darted in Front of Car. 
Dragged Body 30 Feet. 


Landrum Hughes, 45 years old, a 
clerk of 16 Clay street, was last night 
struck by T. H. Pitts, a well-known real 
estate man of 30 Moreland avenue, in 
his Moon touring car, and is thought 
to be fatally Injured. The accident oc- 
curred at the corner of DeKalb ave- 
nue and Delta Place at 8:30 o’clock. 

Mr. Hughes recovered consciousness 
before the ambulance arrived from the 
Grady hospital and was able to talk. 
At the hospital he walked into the 
operating room. His condition gradu- 
ally grew worse until finally it was 
regarded as almost hopeless. He sus- 
tained a fracture of the skull. 

Mr. Pitts followed the ambulance into 
the city, stopping at 566.Decatur street, 
a beer saloon, to notify the injured 
man’s brother, James M. Hughes, go- 
ing from there to the police station, 
where he reported the accident. A 
technical charge of reckless driving 
was entered against him, the case be- 
ing set for the 13th. 

“I was driving down DeKalb avenue 
on my way home,” said Mr. Pitts, “when 
under the arc light at Delta Place I 
saw two men talking. They were 
standing in the middle of the road. I 
blew my horn, slowed down as I al- 
ways do for a crossing, and finally 
shouted to them. 

“Just as I called out one of the men 
darted in front of my car toward the 
railroad, and my radiator hit him. I 
did everything I could to stop at once, 
and measuring the distance afterward 
found that he had been dragged about 
thirty feet. I wanted to bring Mr. 
Hughes, whom I have known for many 
years, into the city in my car, but oth- 
ers advised against it, as he would 
have had to sit up and it was not 
known what injuries he had received.” 

An investigation of the ,case was 
made by Call Officers Webb and Palm- 
er, who talked with John Mauldin, of 
16 Clay street, who was with Hughes 
at the time of the accident. Mr. Maul- 
din stated that they had just stepped 
off the curb of the street when they 
heard someone shout and the car 
struck Hughes. He stated that it was 
running rapidly and that he heard no 
horn.

Before 
it could be slaughtered the author 
asked permission to withdraw it in 
order that full consideration might be 
given the one introduced by Mr, 
Pickett, of Pickens. 

Pickett Defends Resolution. 

Mr. Pickett made a brief speech in 
advocacy of his measure of inquiry. 
He stated that no law-abiding person 
coculd indorse lynchings; that the af- 
fair in Walton evidently was due to 
official negligence or fault in the law; 
that the legislature should not hesij- 
tate to make full and free inquiry, 
and take such steps as the public good 
and the dignity of the laws de- 
manded, 

“TI am not speaking for the negroes 
who were hanged,” declared Mr. 
Pickett, “I am speaking for the good 
name of my state.” | 

Mr. Nix, of Gwinnett, in whose 
county a negro was lynched recehtly 
while the superior court was in ses- 
sion, wanted to know if investigations 
into tha violation of criminal laws 
would not be a*bad precedent for the 
legisiature to set. 

Mr. Burweil wanted to know what 
such a committee could do or report. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, got in action at 
this stage, and declared the affair was 
a matter for the grand jury. 

“We can only make laws,” he 
shouted. “We have no authority ts 
enforce them. Under the law there fe 
but one body which can investigate 
the crimes recited, and that ig the 
grand jury of Walton country.” 

“Can the grand jury impeach a 
judge?” Mr. Pickett asked. 

“No,” replied the Bibb representa- 
tive. “Neither can this house unless 
charges are made against him. The 
only one intimated so far ts mistaken 
judgment. If we were to impeach 
every judge in Georgia who makes 
mistakes we would be in session eter- 
nally firing them out of office.’ 

This sally was so appealing to the 
practicing attorneys in the house that 
they ignored the rules and applauded. 

This ended the debate, the resolu- 
tion going to the graveyard. 

Immediately thereafter, Dr. Beau- 
champ’s senate resolution boosting the 
movement for world-peace was report- 
ed and adopted unanimously, without 
debate.

Prospects of Agreement in Sen-

Washington, July 17.—(Special.)— 
Prospects of an agreement in the sen- 
ate over genera) tariff revision con- 
tinually brightens. Only five progres- 
sive republican votes are needed, and | 
practically “that many senators have | 
pledged themselves to assist in securing | 
thorough-going revision. 

Senator Gronna, of South Dakota, 
in the course of a speech today in op- 
position to reciprocity, declared for full 
revision. Senator Cummins, of Iowa, 
has expressed himself in similar terms, 
as have Senators Bristow, of Kansas; ; 
Dixon, of Montana; Poindexter, of 
Washington; Works, of California, and 
Clapp, of Minnesota. 

The democratic members of the ways 
and means committee of the house are 
strongly of the opinion that the whole 
range of tariff schedules should be 
covered in house bills, and these meas- 
ures sent to the senate. Representa- 
tive Brantley, of Georgia, in an inter- 
view given to The New York World 
and published today, says: 

Brantley Urges Action. 

“The democrats should stay here,” he 
said, ‘until they have completed their 
tariff record for this congress. They 
should report bills revising the tariff 
affecting every one of the well-known 
trusts of the country. This would in- 
clude steel, suzgar, rubber, chemicals 
and other schedules. 

“We ought, if possible, secure some 
positive legislation. All tariff laws 
represent compromises. I imagine that 
the house, in order to secure the 
passage of bills by the senaté, would 
not have to make any more concessions 
to the insurgent senators than the ayv- 
erage house and senate makes to each 
other when the same party is in con-, 
trol of both. 

Result of Delay.

G. B. Perkins, Walter W. Perkins and’ 
A. Thomas were accused recently of. 
having written to C. Strong, of Erie, 
Pa., that unless $50,000 was forthcom- 
ing the Strong house and mausoleum 
would be blown up. The letters were 
alleged to have been anonymous, and 
forwarded to Mr. Strong with the idea 
in view, it was contended, that the 
Perkins agency would gain employ- 
ment in ferreting out the authors and 
preventing the carrying out of the 
threat. Ping 

Perkins Agency Raided. 

The petition filed with the commit- 
tee sets forth that raids were made on 
the Perkins agency in all three cities 
by postoffice inspectors and Burns de- 
tectives, and that the former, acting 
under federal law, seized valuable pa- 
pers and personal records. In addition, 
the officers and employees of the Per- 
kins agency, the petition further 
charges, were subjected to “third de- 
gree’ methods to extort evidence “ 
confessions from them. 

In asking for an investigation at thie’ 
hands of the senate committee, the pe- 
tition says that their case is not an 
isolated one, but that they are pre- 
pared to prove that like conduct on 
the part of the postoffice inspectors 
is not an infrequent occurrence in 
other parts of the country.

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Sen, Swatson Advocates $20, 
000,000 Annual Appropriation 


Under Bill Introduced by the 
Virginia Senator, the States 
Would Furnish Amount Equal 
to That Appropriated by the 
Government. 


Washington, July 7.—The annual ap- 
propriation of $20,000,000 for five years 
to improve the post roads and rural de- 
livery routes of the government was 
urged in the senate today by Mr. Swan- 
gon, of Virginia. He contended that de- 
epite the amazing achievements in 
many directions by this country, ft is 
notorious that the United States has 
the poorest public roads and high- 
ways of any civilized nation. 

Mr. Swanson explained that his plan 
would open more than 1,000,000 miles 
of roads to government aid; that the 
estates and local authorities would fur- 
nish an amount efjual to that appro- 
priated by the federal government and 
that the total would be divided among 


the states, according to population. Theg 


bill would create a road department 
consisting of engineers and capable of- 
ficials, to carry out the project. The 
measure, he explained, was modeled 
somewhat after the Virginia state law. 
Project Will End Bad Roads. 

“When the federal government com- 
mences to bear its fair share of the 
burden of.improving our public roads,” 
gaid Senator Swanson, “that day will 
mark the beginning of the end of bad 
foads in this nation. The American 
nation would be powerless to picture 
through the vista of the coming years 
the increased health and happiness, th: 
increased wealth and power and ft'e 
great moral and material advance 
which would come to this republic 
upon the inauguration of this great 
mational policy.” 

Mr. Swanson pointed out that Amer- 
fcans have become the greatest manu- 
facturing people in the world; that 
their mines- furnish the world more 
than one-half of its mineral products 
and wealth; their plains and prairies 
are the granaries of the world. Cot- 
ton, he said, continues the king of 
plants “and the world’s comforts and 
clothing are dependent upon the white 
fields of the south. 

“Our wealth,” he continued, “is 
greater today than that of any other 
nation; we have become supreme in 
finance and foremost in the world’s 
commerce; we surpass in money ex- 
pended for primary and genera! educa- 


- tion and in mileage of railroads, navi- 
‘gable rivers and improved harbors; the 


etory of our progress reads more like 
romance than history.” 
Nation Has Worst Roads. 

Yet, he said, no other enlightened 
people in the world are wursed with 
such a wretched condition of roads 
with more than nine-tenths of the pub- 
lic roads and highways in the United 
States during rainy seasons almost 
impassable. He said that it is esti- 
mated that 90 per cent of our internal

SENATOR CUMMINS’ DISH OF CROW. 


as neatly as was done by Senator John Sharp Williams, of Missis- 
refuting an argument against reciprocity advanced by Senator 
Cummins, of lowa. 

In the midst of the latter’s assault upon the agreement negoti- 
ated by President Taft, Senator Williams read from the inaugural 
address delivered by Mr. Cummins on being inducted into office as 
governor of lowa in 1904. 

At that time Mr. Cummins was an outspoken advocate of reci- 
procity. Nay, more, he pictured the American flag flying over the 
whole Dominion, and American territory stretching from the Rio 
Grande and the Gulf to the North Pole. 

Assuring the farmers of Iowa that they would never be affected 
adversely by Canadian imports, he said: 

“T assert confidently that in the sharp struggle with Illinots, 
Wisconsin, Minnesota and the Dakotas, Kansas and Missouri, you 
would never be able to discern the influence of Canada in corn, oats, 
barley, hay, cattle, hors¢s, hogs, butter and eggs. 

Then Senator Cummins had no influence in the matter further, 
than to suggest legislation to congress. As a state executive he, 
was more or less of a “looker-on in Venice” when it came to inter- 
national agreements. 

Now he is a member of the body which is to settle the fate of 
this tariff legislation. With the other members of the progressive 
republican camp, he has been an eloquent and an active pleader for 
the reduction of tariff duties. It strikes the country most unpleas- 
antly to see this able and honest legislator opposing the only meas- 
ure of tariff revision proposed in the senate since the passing of 
the iniquitous Payne-Aldrich tariff bill. 

The men who are sometimes called “insurgents” and sometimes 
“progressives” have many admirers for the courage and independ- 
ence they have manifested in opposing unjustly high tariff rates 
which bear oppressively upon the consumers of the country. 

For them now to desert the standard of the lower tariff re- 
visionists and proved obstructionists is most unfortunate. It cre- 
ates a feeling of concern as to how they will align themselves when 
the other tariff bills proposed by the democratic house are placed 
before the senate for consideration. 

Democratic senators voted for amendments proposed by the 
progressives to the Payne tariff law because it meant lowering 
duties. 

The practical effect of a refusal of the progressives now to align 
themselves with the democrats of the senate and pass the house 
bills will be to defeat lower duties and maintain the high duties of 
the Payne law. Are they prepared to.go before the country in the 
attitude of high protectionists and stand-patters? 

If the progressives are sincere; if they really want lower du- 
ties; if they would relieve the country from unjust exactions, they 
have the opportunity now to prove their faith by their works and 
votes.

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A STATE CONSERVATION COMMISSION. 


No state more than Georgia will amply repay a conscientious 
and courageous effort to conserve her natural resources. Already, 
the inadyértent enterprise and commercialism of the past have 
wrought much damage that is irreparable. But there yet remain 
assets of incalculable value, jurisdiction over. which should be 
lodged in hands strong and competent enough to apply sensible 
principles of conservation. 

It is a safe estimate that the conservation idea, in Georgia as 
elsewhere, has undergone a wholesome transformation. At. one 
time it was radical and impulsive, not stopping to feel its way, 
and unmindful of the fact that there is a very distinct line of de- 
marcation between genuine conservation and the locking up of a 
commonwealth’s resources. 

These fallacies have vanished. For the change much credit is 
due Judge J. C. Hart, president of the Georgia Conservation Asso- 
ciation, and to E. Lee Worsham, state entomologist, president of 
the Southern Conservation Congress and originator of the move- 
ment in Georgia. The press has, too, given substantial aid in the 
cause of public education, so that people now no longer shy from 
conservation as from a stunting policy, or grasp at it eagerly as a 
fad and a panacea for all the ills from which we would guard pos- 
terity. 

It is legitimately open to doubt just what headway the meas- 
ure will make in the current session of the general assembly. That 
body is confronted by many weighty matters, and the demands upon 
the state’s income are woefully in excess of the state’s ability to 
meet them. 

But the thing that counts is that a start has been made. We 
have enough confidence in the men back of the movement, and in 
the movement itself, to know there will be no let-up until materi- 
alization has been reached.

WITHOUT INTOXICATION 


So Witnesses Testify in the 
Trial of Dawson Sa- 
loonist. 


Dawson, Ga., July 7.—(Special.)—The 
case of the state against J. H. Oxford, 
a well-known citizen and former chief 
of police in this city and afterwards 
sheriff of Terrell county, was taken 
up in the supertfor court here Wednes- 
day morning. The charge grew out of 
the recent raid on the near beer 
saloons severa] weeks ago when they 
were all entered by officers appointed 
for the purpose and under orders of 
the court, 

Samples of the beverages sold in 
each of these places were secured and 
were carried to Atlanta, where they 
were analyzed in the N. P. Pratt labo- 
ratory by W. P. Heath, chief chemist, 
who is here attending the court. This 
case has attracted considerable atten- 
tion and several hundred witnesses are 
present, many of whom have been ex- 
amined, and others are yet to testify, 
About one hour was, consumed in get- 
ting a jury, as many of the jurors 
disqualified and a. number were chal- 
lenged by each side. 

The state began introducing evidence 
on Wednesday and closed Thursday 


}morning about 10 o’clock, having made 


out what was regarded as a satisfac- 
tory case. 
then began the introduction of evidence 
the trend of which is to establish the 
fact that the beer sold in the place of 
business of defendant would not in- 
toxicate and hence its sale would not 
constitute a violation of the state pro- 
hibition law.

Arrangements Made for Tak- 
ing Care of the South 
Atlanta Section. 


After hearing a petition signed by 
several hundred colored residents of 
the south Atlanta section, the board 
of education yesterday afternoon dele- 
gated to the finance comm'ttee to look 
into the situation with the view of ar- 
ranging for the school facilities. A 
house will be rented in a convenient 
locality to take care of the children. 


| There are about 250 children of school 


age, but no school for them to attend. 

There is a county school house on the 
south side of Brown street on the out- 
enmost boundary, and heretofore an 
agreement existed between the city 
and county whereby the children of 
the district were allewed to attend.

Ault Resolution Goes to Com- 
~ wmittee for Consideration, 


House Directs That Report on 
Resolution to Investigate De- 
partment of Agriculture Be 
Made Tuesday ---- Favorable 


Action Expected. 


The Ault resolution, calling for an 
investigation of the state department 
of agriculture by a joint committee of 
the legislature, will be considered first 
by the general agricuitura] committee 
of the house on Monday or Tuesday. It 
will be reported early next week, and 
will very probably be acted on imme- 
diately. It is almost certain to be 
adopted essentially in its present form, 
&s no opposition to it has developed. 

In regular order the resolution was 
called up in the house Friday ‘morning. 
Mr. Fullbright, of Burke, moved that 
It~be referred to the agricultural com- 
mittee for consideration. Mr. Hall, of 
Bibb, amended this by adding instruc- 
tions to the committee to report it 
back not later than next Tuesday. 
After some debate over -the procedure, 
which did not tnvolve the merits of the 
measure, this course was adopted. 

Senate Must Concur. 

In view of the fact that provision 
is made for a joint committee, it wiil 
be necessary for the senate to concur 
in the action of the house. Therefore, 
it is unlikely that the resolution will 
be fully adopted and the committee 
named before the latter part of next 
week. This, however, will give the 
investigating committee plenty of time 
to make a thorough inquiry into the de- 
partment of agriculture and to make 
recommendations that may be acted on 
at the present session. 

It is said that the department is 
making preparations for the investi- 
gation, and that as soon-.as the com- 
mittee is convened, will be in posi- 
tion to lay before it detailed records of 
its operations during the past several 
years. 
Two features of the department's 
work which will probably _§ receive 
attention at the committee’s hands will 
be the inspection of oils and ferti- 
lizers. These two fields afford about 
the most lucrative field for patronage 
in the entire state government. 
The commissioner of agriculture has 
authority to name an oil*inspector in 
each county into which the product is 
shipped in tank lots. Each tank has 
to be inspected and reported on, the 
inspector receiving a fixed per cent- 
age of the fees collected for the serv- 
ice, the fees being governed by the 
number of gallons inspected at any 
given time. 

A Hundred Inspectors. 
Just how many inspectors are in the 
employ of the department is_ not 
known, but they. probably number a 
hundred or more. In the large cities 
the positions are quite attractive, re- 
turning to those holding them from 
$1,200 to $2,000 a year. The work a 
not arduous. 

In the fertilizer inspection field the 
expense is borne by sale of tags. The 
inspectors are paid salaries at the rate 
of $1,000 a year, the number which 
may be employed not being limited by 
law. Most of those employed serve 
only during the spring season, when 
the fertilizer business is at its height. 

Those who are behind the resolutions 
for an investigation of the department 
are of the opinion that. the inspection 
of both oils and fertilizers is costing 
the people entirely too much. Inas- 
much, as the fees collected, after the 
cost of the work is deducted, go to the 
support of the district agricultural 
schools, it is belteved that a better 
system would net a great deal more 
than the schools are now receiving. 

An Excellent Opportunity. 

Inasmuch as no restrictions are on 
the commissioner with regard to mak- 
ing appointments, the department af- 
fords the best opportunity of any part 
of the state government to build up 
“nolitical machine.” 
receive attention at the hands of the 
committee. : 

It is also*likely that the committee 
will make inquiry into the work done 
for the benefit of the agricultural in- 
terests by the department. Some claim 
that this work amounts to nothing but 
the issuing of occasional] bulletins of a 
more or less didactic character, that is 
excepting the inspection of fertilizers. 

Of course, the heads of the depart- 
ment attend “farmers’ instifutes” and 
accompany the demonstration trains 
operated by the State Agricultural 
college.

After 
doing this and burying two or three 
other resolutions and receiving about 
a half-ton (this is metaphor) of new 
matter, the members were so exhausted 
that they decided to take a holiday 
until Monday morning at 11-.o’clock. 
Meantime Mr. Alexander will endeavor 
to hold an organization meeting of the 
Western and Atlantic committee Sat- 
urday at 10 a. m., and there will be a 
meeting of the educational committee 
at the .same hour Monday. However, 
these engagements proved no bar on 
the members leaving for a week-end 
stay at their homes, which most of 
them did yesterday afternoon. 

The two local bills passed abolished 
the county court of Charlton and 
amended the charter of:Claxton.

Mass of New Matter.

SEEKS TO CHANGE 
DIVORCE LAWS 


Judge W. D. Ellis Will Draft 
Bill With That End 


in View. 


In order that some steps may be 
taken to improve the divorce laws in 
Georgia, Judge W. D. Ellis, of the su- 
perior court, is drafting a bill for im- 
proved legislation along these lines. 

The bill will be introduced at this 
session of the general assembly, and 
Judge Ellis and others who have long 
seen the necessity for progressive 
legislation in connection with divorce 
laws, will get behind the bill to try to 


secure its passage. 

The two main provisions wriich 
Judge Ellis proposes to incorporate in 
the bill are: 


tal divorces on the uncorroborated 
testimony of one of the parties. Such 
legislation is imperative, thinks Judge 
Ellis, and would go far toward lessen- 
ing the number of divorces which are 
granted at each term of-the divorce 
court. The undefended cases alone 
almost always go above 100, and are 
scarcely ever under 90. Each applicant 
for divorce makes his or her state- 
ment of reasons why divorce is wanted, 
and no further corroboration is re- 
quired. This acts to the detriment of 
the state’s welfare and results in many 
unwarranted divorces being granted. 
Injustice to Present Law. 

“For instance,’ says Judge Ellis, “a 
man may come into this state from 
New York or elsewhere, establish his 
residence ang file suit for divorce. He 
charges all sorts of things to an ab- 
sent wife who never knows what the 
charges are, service in these cases be- 
ing by publication. Then he gets on 
the stand and swears just whatever he 
likes, when maybe the wife is the one 
with most right to complaint, and 
without ‘further ado the decree is 
granted.”’ 

The second part of the bill is to pro- 
vide that no divorced person shall con- 
tract marriage again until a certain 
period of time has elapsed since the 
gaining of the decree. 

The bill has not been formally draft- 
ed, but soun will be, and will be intro- 
duced at an early date. 

Another measure looking toward the 
betterment of the matrimonial and di- 
vorce laws of the state has been in- 
troduced in to the senate by Senator 
Isaiah Williams, an aged member of 
the upper house, who thinks that girls 
should not be allowed to marry under 
18 years of age.

the end of June, and prices rallied sev- 
éral points in the late trading, with 
the market closing steady at a met 

of 8 to 16 points on the near nths, 
but of only 4 to 6 points on later de- 
liveries. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 1@4 points on old and of 8 to 12 
points on new crop positions, in re- 
sponse to lower cables and a renewal of 
yesterday's selling movement, which 
Was encouraged by the appearance of 
further rains or showers in the south- 
west. There was some trade buying on 
the initial decline and recent sellers 
appeared inclined to take profits. At 
any rate, offerings were well absorbed 
and prices rallied five or six points 
from the lowest shortly after the call. 
Fresh buying for long account was 
checked, however, by the western be't 
forecast, calling for unsettled weather 
and further showers, and during the 
middie of the day the market eased off 
again, old crop positions leading the 
decline, owing to the circulation of a 
few July notices and liquidation by 
trailing longs. The official weather 
details for Texas showing the showers 
to have been lighter and less general 
than expected, came to the support of 
new crop positions, if they had declin- 
ed to about the opening figures, and 
while private wires claiming showers 
this afternoon at three or four points 
in Texas caused moderate recessions 
during the last hour, closing prices on 
the new crop were well up from the 
lowest.

MORE DAMAGE REPORTS 
FROM THE WHEAT CROP 


These Made Wheat Prices 
Jump Rearly visher. -2 Cents. 


Chicago, July 7.~Widening crop 
damage reports from North Dakota, 
threatening similar losses in Manitoba, 
had much to go today with making the 
wheat market strong. Closing figures 
showed a net advance of 1% to 1%. 
so wound up with a’ gain ~ 1 to 
1% @1%c; oats improved 1 to 1% @1% 
and provisions 10@12% to 30c. 

The influential news from North Da- 
kota came chiefly in the form of dis- 
patches by bankers, who had made 
previous reports on the wheat crop of 
the various sections of that state. In 
substance, the facts as put forward to- 
day were not nearly so encouraging as 
before. North and east the conditions 
apparently remained good, but’ west 
anq south poor. Heat, drought and 
even diseased seed took ‘rank as among 
the chief causes to which the damage 
was laid. Manitoba, too, sent wor] of 
hot weather, high winds and renewed, 
signs of rust. There was also gossip 
here as to large export sales. Further- 
more, it did not escape attention that 
Liverpool prices had risen, a circum- 
stance attributed in part at least to the 
uneasy situation regarding Morocco. At 
no time during the session was there 
any important setback. September fluc- 
tuated between 90% @92, with the close 
easy but 1%c net higher at 91%. 

Corn showed surprising strength 
from the start. What interested 
traders most was the knowledge that 
the larger part of the belt had been 
without rain overnight and that’ an- 
other heat scare’ d not seem alto- 
gether improbable. eptember ranged 
from 64% to 66% and closed steady, 
1% @1%c up at 65% @65%. Cash grades 
were firm; No. 2 yellow finished at 
63% @64. 

Speculators bought oats because of 
the strength of wheat and corn. Many 
of yesterday's sellers were busy rein- 
stating lines. The country sold very 
little to arrive. High and low points 
for the September delivery were 46% 
and 45%, with latest figures 1%@1%4 
net higher at 46%. 

In view of the advance in hogs and 
coarse grains, provisions became firm.

COTTON THE PAST WEEK; 
REVIEW OF THE MARKET 


New York, July 7.—The cotton mar- 
Ket continues to be entirely a weather 
market. Prices ruled comparatively 
firm throughout the early part of the 
week only to break sharply later on 
reports of good rains in Texas and 
some in Oklahoma. Selling was so 
heavy on the receipt of these reports 
that within an hour prices broke 25 
to 30 points on the new crop options. 

There was no bull support of con- 
sequence; the showers in the southwest 
and the prospect -for continued unset- 
tled weather seemed to have caused 
liquidation of the trailing long inter- 
est and to have changed others from 
the buying to the.selling side. On the 
recent advance several long lines were 
built up and those, it is thought, re- 
mained intact. These interests, it is 
thought, will not give up their fight 
for higher prices while the critical 
months of July and August are ahead 
with many possibilities of crop scares. 

The market tg very sensitive. On 
every dip good buying orders were un- 
covered. 

Considerable uncertainty ts felt as to 
what benefit the précipitation reported 
in the southwest has actually been. The 
trade believes. that further general 
rains will undoubtedly be required to 
actyally eliminate drouth complaints. 

Heavy selling by local operators and 
by trade interests in New Orleans and 
Memphis, who have better means for 
keeping in touch with the actual con- 
ditions tn the southwestern belt, caused 
confusion. Not until 


per bale did a sufficient demand, chief- 
ly from the ¢overing of nervous shorts 
and bull support, develop to check the 
downward tendency of prices. 

Following the publication of the ag- 
ricultural bureau’s report on the con- 
dition of the crop up to June 26, prices 
advanced. The report showed the con- 
dition of the crop to be 88.2, against 
87.7 for last month. The trade had 
been expecting higher figures, and, in 
spite of the fact that the conditton 
was the best in the past twelve years, 
refused to take the report bearishly. 

The state of Texas showed a loss 
of about 3 per cent in condition for the 
month. Traders believe that since the 
compilation of the government’s re- 
port the crop. in that state has  con- 
tinued to deteriorate with the deterior- 
ation more rapid with each additional 
day of unfavorable conditions. 

Cotton goods buying is generally 
scattered with some sections taking 
normal quantities. Export trade con- 
ditions small and steady. Some large 
jobbers have concluded to buy staple 
goods only as required during the bal- 
ance of the cotton year. The local 
stock of cotton is rapidly decreasing, 
foreign spinners taking the greater 
part. American spinners have been 
good buyers of the fall deliveries in 
the future market, 

The market began the week on a 
substantially higher level,. and prices 
were almost a new higher record for 
the new cfop values. Rain is regard- 
ed as. so necessary to the southwest 
for the proper growth of cotton that 
continued lack of moisture, coupled 
with the high temperatures that have 
been prevailing was sufficient to ad- 
vance prices of the new crop months. 
Quick advances followed the govern- 
ment’s weekly weather report. 

Spot trading in the southern mar- 
kets has been very dull, owing mostly 
to the depleted supplies. Receipts 
from the Interior to the ports have 
been practically nothing. Foreign 
spinners are rapidly taking the local 
stock. Mill curtailment both in Fall 
River and in the south is the heaviest 
ever experienced.

Good 
ciders are noted for locomotives and 
cars, structural 
are quite active, and the outlook for 
the second half of the year is con- 
siderably better than it was in Janu- 
ary. Production of pig iron in June 
aggregated 1,787,500 tons. Reduced 
outputs by merchant furnaces explain 
the decline for steel plants increasing 
their production, which fact corrobo- 
rates reports of an improved steel 
trade. 

Cotton goods are quiet, and much 
interest lies in how crops progress, 
pénding which operations are closely 
curtailed.

Review of the Sugar Market. 

New York, July 7.—Despite the hol- 
iday, this has been an eventful week 
in the sugar trade, refiners doing a 
large volume of business at the 5-cent 
basis for standard granulated, esti- 
mated at fully 1,000,000 barrels in 
some circles. In other words, the 
country has purchased over a month's 
supply and may now be out of the 
market for practically the remainder 
of the summer. Much depends upon 
the results of the fruit crop, concern- 
ing which some fear is expressed be- 
cause of the drought ,although so far 
little serious damage seems to have 
been done. The hot weather must 
have stimulated consumption, for the 
manufacture of ice cream and soft 
drinks into which sugar largely en- 
ters has been on an active scale, 
Withdrawals should be large from 
now on, though distributors have 
still 90 cent sugar to use up. It is 
significant of the firm situation that 
refiners did not allow over 24 hours 
for taking sugar at the 5-cent level, 
making the advance of 10 points ef- 
fective, and some brokers are talking 
of even higher prices. Much will, of 
course, depend upon the raw sugar 
situation, which today is decidedly 
streng in sympathy with a sharp rise 
in beets. For July Cuba’s as high as 
4.11 cents, duty paid, has been re- 
corded, at which basis the margin for 
refined would figure 89 points. As 
regards the flurry in beets, this is 
explained by the drought in Europe, 
Manipulation as usual facilitating the 
movement. Should options break, the 
raw market here might soften, but, 
inasmuch as the Cuban crop is prac- 
tically over, no material reaction is 
looked fer. Refiners must purchase 
some 300,000 tons Javas or beets for 
their fall meetings, owing to the de- 
crease of a similar amount in the Cu- 
ban crop. 


Will Not Be Included. 


New York, July 7.—ecause of considerable ad- 
verse criticiem the clearing house statement be- 
ginning tomorrow will not tnclude the 25 per 
cent reserve of the trust company members. In- 
stead only the 15 per cent cash actually held by 
the trust companies in their own vaults will figure 
in the reserve account and the surplus reserve 
will be based on the actual cash holdings of banks 
and trust companies. This will have the effect 
of creating a smaller surpfus reserve than has 
appeared for the nast few weeks.

Aviators Reach Height of 3,800 
Feet in German Circuit 
Flight. 


Berlin, July 7.—Four aviators, Bru- 
no Buecher, Vollmueller, Laitsch and 
Noelle, completed the most difficult 
stage of the German circuit flight to- 
day by crossing the Harz mountains 
from Nordheusen to Hatlberstadt, a 
distance of about 50 miles. The first 
three carried passengers. 

The high point of the mountain sys- 
tem passed is 3,800 feet, but the eleva- 
tion was a minor peril, the greater 
danger being from the frregular winds 
around the tsolated mountains.

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lution was tabled on a vote of 35 te 6. 

Mr. Shaw stated to The Constitution 
that hig resolution was killed by an 
indirect and cunningly concocted plan 
On the part of those who were afraid 
to let the people voice their opinions. 
He said, however, that he could make 
a motion every day that the senate 
convenes, if he so desires, to have his 
resolution reconsidered. He also said 
that many members voted against his 
resolution under false pretenses, think- 
ing all the while they were voting for 
it. He explains this by saying that 
the motion was put in such a manner 
that the ayes would oppose his reso- 
lution and nays approve it. 

He asserted that laying it on the 
table indefinitely was the same as 
killing it, and while many senators 
were afraid to be recorded as voting 
against the people’s rights, they were 
willing enough to vote for tabling it, 
knowing that this was morally the 
same as actually voting against it. 

Senator Shaw’s Speech. 

Senator Shaw in advocacy of his res- 

olution said: 


“Would to God that today I could 
speak “with the same degree of impres- 
siveness as did Paul when he appeared 
before King <Agripa. Would te God 
that I could not only ‘almest persuade,’ 
but completely persuade you at this 
time, Regardless of results, | am here 
this morning to plead for the democ- 
racy of Jefferson, Stevens, Toombs. 
Senators, the passage or defeat of this 
resolution means something toe Geor- 
gia. The passage of its means that, 
regardless of partisanship and preju- 
dice and factionalism, that Georgia will 
stand on record for.the eternal prin- 
ciples of our fathers, which is ‘people's 
rule. The defeat of it would mean 
that we are blinded by partisanship, 
poisoned with factionalism and that 
under the pressure of partisanship and 
the poison of factionalism, we are com- 
mitted against a people’s rule at the 
ballot box. 1 say to you that if Ste- 
vens and Toombs and Grady could 
know that such had happened in Geor- 
gia, they would, if possible, break out 
their graves and cry out as of old in 
behalf of democracy in Georgia. If 
they could look down and see such a 
situation, they would weep over Geor- 
gia as Jesus did Jerusalem. To defy 
this resolution and to defeat it would 
mean to defy the very spirit which 
was in our forefathers’ breasts which 
caused them to empty the tea into the 
Boston harbor. It would mean to defy 
and defeat the sentiment which was in 
Patrick Henry’s breast when he cried 
out upon that memorable occasion, 
‘Give me liberty or death.’ It would 
defy the spirit of those men who sign- 
ed the Declaration of Independence, 
and the spirit which caused our fore- 
fathers to march over frogen ground 
with bleeding feet under the leader- 
ship of Washington for freedom and 
liberty. 

“T say to you, senators, that I would 
offend no honest senator, and by 
chance I should ever do it, I beg your 
pardon in advance, but God knows, if 
I Know myself, that I am willing to 
contribute my all in behalf of the foun- 
dation stones of democracy in our fair 
state. 

“In conclusion, I want to say briefly 
a few words to the point. If my 
choice candidate is not the choice of 
the majority of white-faced democrats 
of Georgia, I don’t want him in the 
senate. If he oan’t hold the job at 
the ballot box I don’t want him, if 
elected, to stay longer than the people 
say, ‘We don’t want you.’ If he won't 
sign up and agree to resign and go 
before the people, I would be opposed to 
him the moment he refused. Are there 
any men here who would defy the 
folks of Georgia? If so, do ft now, 
the opportunity ts yours. Are there 
any men here who would bury democ- 
racy in Georgia? If so, you have the 
spade to dig the grave. Are there men 
in Georgia afraid to go before the peo- 
ple of Georgia? If so, it is the chance 
of your life to prove your cowardice. 

“Senators, there is a principle in 
volved at this time in Georgia that i 
as high above the ambition of any ma 
as the stars above the muddy wate 
of the street. 

“I beg you, senators, to put yourse 
on record to the end that governme 
of the people, for the people, by th 
people, may not perish from Georgia’
